Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  sewerage 
of  Stratton  the  River  Strat  is 
polluted  to  a corthin  extent. 

The  Drainage  and  Sewerage  disposal  in 
the  Bude  Ward  is  satisfactory,  but  in 
the  Poughill  & Stratton  Wards  most 
unsatisfactory.  Schemes  have  been 
prepared  and  will  be  carried  out  as 
soon  as  possihb.
